Why this 5 cent rule should be used to 
settle this question, either on account of 
adaptibility Or satisfactory results, wo fail to 
‘see, In its application it is based on the 
assessed valuations, not on the paying 
power, and as we understand the paying 
power, it means the actual valuations modi- 
fied or extended, according to the class of 
properties of which it is composed, How 
oun this be arrived at by a simple reference 
to the amounts of assessments in the differ- 
ent municipaliti [t clearly cannot, One 
municipality aseessés at actual value, like 
the Town of Belleville,another at two thirds, 
a third at one half and a fourth, and there 
are many instances of thisat one-third 
actual value, Let us illustrate by taking 
four municipalities of equal actual value, 
but assessing in unequal proportions as 
above relerred to.

Showing that while the actual value of No. 
1 and No. 4 are the same, that owing to 
disparity in assessment there will be a dif- 
ference of $1,000 inthe amount exacted: 
But capitalize this and call it the amount 
to be paid, and it will be seen how it ap- 
plies directly to the proposed settlement by 
Mr, Mowat. 

Tt 18 easy to be seén that applications of 
the rules, as above shown, must produce 
wrong results, No matter what the 
amount of the sums borrowed, nor how 
applied, No, 4 may havo borrowed as 
much or more than No, 1, and be as wo 
have shown quite as able to pay, yet under 
this rule, they pay $600 and $1,600 reg.

ton, is worthy of special mention, Several 
mounted marshals guided the procession on 
ita way. 

The Irish Protestant Benevolent *Societ 
passed down street at about 8 o'clock, 
headed by the band of the 49th. There 
was a good turnxout of this’ Society, the 
processionists, who presented a most re- 
spectable appearance, numbering about 90.
